my Jaſt one thethirteenth of this moneth Sir Hemry, 7 -ch- 
borne i{{ucd Forth of Dandalke wi.h-ſome horſe and foot, 
8& tooke a Caltle called the Morey ithave & now 3s a fort 
af the Kings in formerimes of great con{equeace, but for- 
-prefent will-bee. avery good place for to reſt in bctweene 
the Newcey and;Davgakte.

800. intended for to have ſurprized a garifon of our at 
che towneo Gormenſlwae, vc mills ohthis ide of Dre:

eas under the leading of Capraine Aar- 
row who aflaulred theſaid Rebels,and flew divers of them 
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and the reſt did runne away accofding to their former * 


cuſtome,there iſſyed ſome forces onr of Drobeda to Dum- 
ber, which is ſixe miles from D70h:ds, and by the way had: 
ſome 8kirmiſh with the Rebels, and as miany as they could 
overgoe were laine, thereſt likewiſ- ran away. This day 
there is 200. horſe gone from hence to Drohedg for to 
ſtrengthentbe Gariſon there and in other places in thoſe 
pafts : likewiſe ſince my laſt unto you wee have received 
from you 11000 pounds, with ſome ſeven huridred hotfe, 
which were welcome unto us : and the day after their 
landing they went forth ſome of them and burned many 
Villages and pilledged the enemy. a 

On Satterday laſt there was a Marchants man of this 


 towne taken in carrying forth powder for to relieve the 


Rebels, his name was H:#ry Bath : Likewiſe on Sunea 

laſt there was a woman diſcovered that intended for to 
ſet on fire a Reeke of Hay,with ſome houſes in this town, © 
both which are in ſafe cuſtody, and I doubt not but they ' 
will be preſerved far the gallowes which is prepared for 
them.”

Athey.in my former letter, but now I ſhall informe you 
of their aftions; from thence forwardunti!l their returne

meancsthercofour forces approachedrhereunto, having 
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- received ſome matter of oppoſition from them which in 
by throwing ſtones upon our men of killed ſome of them, 
at which ſight our men being inraged, fell -pell mell one, 
and.with an Injone forced the 1alrdoore open and cntred 
therein,and conveycd a barrell of powder thereinta, and 
placed a match foratraine for to blow it up, whichwas 
doneaboutaleavena clockeat night, and blew up the ſaid 
Caſtle pnely the ſtairecaſe remained, in which the nexe 
day were found two men and two women, which were 
examined, butto little purpoſe, after which they wee 
{laine and after our men returned to their quartes, 

On Munday our torces marched to X?{calliv , where 
they lay taat night, and inthe march that night divers 
ſtraglers were flaine, and divers townes burnt. 

\- Tucſeday they marched ro Ball;ſma Caſtle, wherea 
ſtrang Gariſon of Rebells lay, before which wee made 
a ſtand untill our rereward was marched up, intending at 
our firſt approachto have aſlaulred them, but ſuddenly 
were informedthat Athey was miſcrably deſireſſed, the 
night before the Rebells had given them ſuch a terrible 
aſſault, thatfor want of Ammanition every Engliſh man 
_ - was forced to retire into the Church & into ſome Caſtles 
there for their refuge, and to ſit fire on their owne houſes 
beſides threatned them that the night following they 
would with fire bales burne the Church and Caftles, the 
reliefe of them being conſidered, it was thought more 
reaſonable to relieve them,then for to remaine as former- 
- ly,and thereuponreſolved for to advance to 4they and had 
not marched haltea mile but were met with the Earle of 
.CLnterimand his Dutches, with my Lord of Cafie-Haver 
to view our Aray as was ſuppoſed, at whoſe approach, 
fir Charks Cooteto pleaſure the Lady gave them a valley of 
ſhot with a whole deviſion of Musketeres and their peeces 
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 -Kixe of the ode having burnt all the Countrey before 


them, at our approach the townesmen came' forth with 
all the ſtrengreh they had defended themſelves wirh-all, 
who received us with joy unſpeakeable. On wedneſday 
the Army ſtayedat 4th, and the ſame day Sir Charks 
iſſued forth with 1300. foot and 50. horſe, foro relieve 
Capraine George Greham by the way killed and hanged all

"low, the: Rebels having noticethereof fer the towneon 
-fire, thewhichour men perceiving made-as much h:ft'as 
'they could; came ſuddenly onethem andkilled' 69. of the 
{Rebels andiretieved the Caſile there and returned fafe 
| home the next morning, burning the Country before 
*them,'and before they left the ſaid Towne they hanged 
zupthe Soverane, and\divers more. 'On Thurſday morn- 
ing-they hanged the- Soverane of LAvhey, with twernty 


_ *morethat weretaken up and down the Coumrey. There 
was Colonell Crafordleft ar the fard place with his Revi-
